Tse announcement of a new Musical |)rama at this Theatre, last 
night, drew an excellent house at full price, a circumstance, unfortu- 
nately, as mew here as the piece, which is called The Irish Girl, and 
is written, or perhaps, to speak more correctly,dramatised by Mr.Ryan. 
At the opening we find Bridget O'Rourke, (Miss Kelly,) disgusted 
with the drunken profligacy of her Father and his associates, about 
to quit her home, she is aided in this resolution, by having had fore- 
told to her, that at the age at which she is then arrived, she will be 
in danger of her life, but that she will possess more riches than all 
her family; she quits her father’s cottage, oddly enough, at night-fall, 
though we believe this is generally the hour at which heroines set 
forth ; as it is dark, Bridget very naturally loses her way, and stom- 
bles upun a cottage, said to be haunted ; she is of course terribly 
alarmed, but irresistibly impelled to examine this cottage; as she is 
about to do so, a man issues forth, and Bridget overhears him 
mutter to himself that he has buried it so deep, as to be secure from 
human eye; she imagines that the mysterious, interred must be the 
body of some murdered person, and notwithstanding she supposes some 
unfortunate to have been killed and buried deep, she yet imagines that 
life may not be quite extinct, and that she may yet save them ; she 
enters the cottage, and finds nothing, she does not, however, like Bel- 
videra “ dig the den up,” bat goes on her way, and in the morning 
finds herself at the door of Lord Kilmore, bis daughter Lady Julia, 
(Miss H. Cawse,) encounters her, and engages her as a sempstress ; 
as she is about to enter the castle, she encounters the very man whom 
she had seen on the previous night, quit the haunted cottage; this 
man is Mandeville, Lord Kilmore’s steward, at sight of lim she 
shricks, but her alarm is attributed to his likeness to another person. 
Bridget. enters: the castle, and is employed to finish the covering for 
a tent for which purpese-she sits.ap all night. This Steward, Mande- 
ville, is a terrible rascal, and’ isengaged in robbing his master; for this 
purpose he enters the room where’ Bridget, overcome by fatigue, has 
fallen asleep over her work ;, the cabinet, containing the bags of gold 
he is in search of is in an inner apartmeat ; he discovers Bridget, and 
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asceitains that she is really asleep; he then proceeds to load himself 
with gold, and while thus engaged, the chime of a clock awakens Bri- 
get; she sees him take the gold, and feigns sleep ;—he again endea- 
vours to ascertain whether she really ie asleep or,not, she involuntarily 
starts, he drops the gold, and after hastily picking it up, precipitately 
quits the apartment ; he has, however, in his hurry, left one bag at 
the feet of Bridget, who has just picked it up, when Lord Kilmore, 
alarmed by a noise in his cabinet, rushes in, and she is accused of the 
theft. Mandeville now accuses Gerald, (Mr. Hunt,) a lover of Lady 
Julia’s, who has obtained access to the castle by personating a music- 
master; the steward has conveyed part of the gold to the chamber of 
Gerald, which is produced as a proof of his guilt, when Bridget starts 
forward, relates all she bas*seen, and shows proof on proof of Man- 
deville’s guilt, which Lord Kilmore, however, refuses to believe, until 
O’Rourke, B.idget’s father, enters with the bags of gold he has dug 
up in O’Regan’s cottage, the scene of Bridget’s night alarm, at her 
request. Of course, the guilt of the Steward is now fully proved, and 
the Irish Girl is rewarded by the recovered treasure, and thus the pre- 
diction is fulfilled. We have oecupied so much in detailing the plot that 
we must défer, till to-morrow, speaking of the merits of the piece, or 
the acting, which eutirely depended upon Miss Kelly. The Drama was 
received with mach applause, and announced for repetition without any 
epposition. Zhe Foster-Brothers bollowed, and The Deuce is in Her 
concluded.
